■F.1-1/48-DS, dated the 23rd November, 1948, for the 
purposes of preparing an Indian Pharmacopoeia and 
keeping it up-to-date. As the Pharmacopoeia pre- 
pared by the Committee was in the process of being

of Health, No. P.6-10/53-DS, dated the 21st November 
1953, lor a further period of one year with the only 
change that the Director General of Health Services 
ceased to be its ex-offlcio member and Chairman and 
J9r, B. N. Ghosh, F.R.F.P.S, (Glas.), L.M. (Dub.), 
F.S.M.F. (Beng.), F.R.S. (Edin.), Professor of Pharma- 
cology, R. G. Kar Medical (Jollege, Calcutta, was 
^ippointed as the Chairman of the Committee with 
effect from the 23rd November 1953. 

2. The Indian Pharmacopoeia prepared by the Indian 
Pharmacopoeia Committee is under print and will be 
published shortly. The term of office of the members 
and Chairman of the first Indian Pharmacopoeia Com- 
mittee expired on the 23rd November, 1954. As the 
Intention is that the Indian Pharmacopoeia Committee 
should be a permanent body which will hereafter be 
mainly responsible for keeping the Indian Pharmaco- 
poeia up-to-date, the question of re-constituting the 
Committee has been under the consideration of the 
Government of India.

World War when the importance 
ot the seafaring profession was spotlighted, it has been 
the policy of the Government of India to promote the 
welfare _ of seafarers. In 1945, a Directorate of 
beamen s Welfare was set up with headquarters at 
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New Delhi and with a wholeHime Director of the status 
of a Joint Secretary to Government. SimultaneouKly, 
welfare officers were appointed at major ports. A 
Central Seamen's Welfare Board with* the Minister in 
charge of the Ministry of Commerce as Chairman, was 
also constituted and local Welfare Committees were 
appointed In Calcutta and Bombay, but the.se bodies 
did not function effectively for long. Appreciable 
rogress has, however, been made in the provision of 
ostel accommodation, particularly in Bombay and 
Calcutta. There is, however, room for further Im- 
provement in the provision of amenities and medical 
. facilities for seafarers. Accordingly, and as a first 
step, the Government of India have decided, in pur- 
suance of the Resolution adopted by the Asian Mari- 
time Conference referred to above, to set up a National 
Welfare Board for Seafarers with the following com- 
position and functions; — 

A — Composition

B — Functions 

The functictns of the Board will be as follows; 

1, To advise the Government of India on all matters 
relating to the welfare of seafarers and, particularly, 
the following; 

(a) the provision of residential accommodation, 
club facilities, canteens, etc., and the prescrip- 
tion of minimum standards for seamen’s 
lodging houses and their supervision; 

<b) the provision of facilities for medical care; 

(c) the provision of recreational facilities; 

(d) the question of raising the necessary finance. 

II. To discharge such other functions (for example, 
management of hostels, clubs, canteens, etc.), as may 
be assigned to the Board. 

2. The Board will be a purely advisory body and will 
have the power to coopt members. The personnel of 
the Board will be appointed by the Central Govern- 
ment after consultation with the interests concerned. 
The term of office of the representatives of non-official 
bodies on the Board will be two years. 

No. 5-PII(8)/55. — The Government of India have 
received the Administration Report of the Port of 
Cochin for the year 1953-54, The noteworthy features 
of the Report are; — 

Finance. — The working of the port during the year 
resulted in a surplus of Rs. fi.62 lakhs as compared 
with a surplus of Rs. 4.67 lakhs in the previous year. 
This surplus has been arrived at after allowing for a 
contribution of Rs. 5 Lakhs towards the Capital 
Account besides the usual contribution of Rs. 2 lakhs 
to the Revenue Reserve Fund. But for the former 
contribution, the year would have closed with a sur- 
plus of Rs. 11.62 Lakhs. The increase of nearly 2 
lakhs in the surplus in comparison with the previou' 
year is mainly due to increase in revenue of Rs. 1 81 
lakhs and a small reduction in expenditure under 
dredging, savings in expenditure under dredging, 


savings in repairs and maintenance of plant and gear 
electric cranes, building.s, dry docks, Tug Cochin and 
non-execution of certain renewal and replacement 
works. 

The gross Re\enue receipt of the Port Fund was. 
Rs. 71.2'2 lakhs for the year 1953-54. 

Rate of working expenses . — The percentage of 
working expenses to receipts for the year under the 
General Account was 58 as against 61 in the previous 
year. This is mainly due to less expenditure under 
dredging. 

An expenditure of Rs. 19,70 lakhs was incurred on 
capital works. 

Capital debt . — The Capital debt outstanding on 31st 
March 1953 was Rs, 2, 07, 15, .593-10-3 of which a sum of 
Rs. 1,19,93,766-12-0 was due to the Government of 
India and balance to the Government of Travancore- 
Cochin. 

The ‘total expenditure on debt charges amounted to 
Rs. 16.94,020-8-5 as against Rs, 14,94,020-8-5 in the 
previous year. 

Trade.— The total volume of trade that pas.sed 
through the port during the year was 1,557,182 tons, 
which is 5,888 tons more than that of the previous 
year. 

Foreign trade showed a decrease of about a lakh of 
tons due to less foreign Imports while there was a 
corre.spondlng Increase In coastal trade. 

The traffic dealt with at the wharves during the year 
represented 42.0 per cent, of the total traffic as against 
48,6 per cent, in the previous year. 

The more important commodities of imports handled 
were foodgrains, coal, sugar, cashewnuts, machinery,, 
cotton, asphalt and manure, and those of exports 
were tea, cashew kernels, coir yarn, cement, cotton 
waste and cashew shell Uquld, 

The tonnage of cargo carried by sailing vessels too 
showed a slight decline of 4,555 tons over that of the 
previous year. 

Provision of additional facilities , — The construction 
work on a New Coal berth and a second warehouse 
which was started in the previous year was completed 
during the year at an estimated cost of Rs. 3,19,30ft 
and Rs. 4,14,900 respectively. 

The construction works on a second hazardous goods 
shed inside the wharf argiii, two underground water 
tanks near Mattancherry Halt Station, conversion of 
the R.A.F. Sickba.v into a six-bedded hospital, four 80’ 
tubular floaters and shore discharge pipes for the 
Naval Reclamation work, and staff quarters com- 
menced during the year were in progress. 

Amenities for staff . — The number of scholarshlp.s 
granted to the children of the employees of the Cochin 
Port was 30 as in the previou.s year. The amenitiest 
provided .such as Hindi Classes, Library and Reading 
Room, Indoor and Outdoor game.s, etc., were continued. 

Experiments . — It was apprehended that the proposed 
construction of a barrier across the backwater at a 
place called Thannirmukkam about 26 miles to the 
south of Cochin Harbour may affect the silting in the 
inner harbour and In the approach channel. The State 
Government were therefore requested to put off the- 
construction of the proposed barrier till a technical 
investigation is made for assessing the effect of the 
barrier on the port and its approaches. The Travan- 
core-Cochln Government have agreed to do so and a 
technical Committee has been appointed to examine 
this problem. 

Reserve Funds . — The position with regard to the 
balances in the various Accounts at the end of the 
year under review was satisfactory.
